Ben Davis, the originator of theapple 
bearing his name, was. born in Prince 
Edward county, Va., in 1775. and 
throughout his long life was a faithful 
representative’of the old-fashioned Vir¬ 
ginia gentleman. Somewhere near the 
year 1790 he settled in Butler coupty.' 
Ky.. where he acquired a large tract pf 
land, and up to the outbreaking of the 
cival war owned about twenty slaves. 
He was the pioneer apple grower and 
nurseryman of that section of the coun¬ 
try. and his long experience in propa¬ 
gating finally produced the Ben- Davis 
apple. There is probably not another 
species of apples that has received 
more merciful criticism or higher praise. 
Other apples are better, and some va¬ 
rieties in certain localities are better 
producers, but the Ben Davis is a pro¬ 
lific and sure producer, a good keeper 
and a good shipper. The name of the 
man who produced this apple will be 
familiarly mentioned by coming gener¬ 
ations. In politics Mr. Davis waa a 
Democrat, and in the years 1812-14 he 
'represented his county in the Kentucky 
Legislature. At the outbreak of the 
war he took a firm stand on the side of 
the Union. He reared a large family 
of children, and died in 1863.—Ex.
